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1. The Nankang airfield is seven kilometers south of Chiamusan (120-21, 46-49). The 
runway, which rune north and south, is 1,400 meters long and varies in width from 
80 to 160 meters, The surface of the runway is concrete, which has been laid over a 
bed of rocks approximately one foot thick. There are two hangers at the airfield; 
one on the weat side of the airfield that can house seven planes and one on the 
northwest edge of the airfield. An office building with seventeen or elghtean office 
rooms 13 on the south side of the field. There is a weather indicator on the top cf 
the office building. A sixty-men airfield guard detachment is quartered in a 
building about 100 meters from the offics butlding. There are seven storage depote 
on the southwest side of the airfield.
